pupils. But when the whole 
matter is boiled down to the fine 
point, it wilt be found that al! 
three are somewhat to blame. 
The teacher because he has not 
worked in a manner to encour- 
age the help and co-operation of 
the parents; the parents because 
they have shown interest only 
at or after examination time and 
the pupils because they have not 
grasped the seriousness of their 
situation at the proper time. 
Pupils who have reached hich 
school, sometimes act as though 
it an insult to be referred to as 
children. They appear to think 
they are young men and young 
ladies, and want to be consider 
ed and treated as such. This 
idea—erroneous as it appears to 
us—has two sides to it. If such 
pupils wish to be considered as 
young ladies and young men 
must act as such,- otherwise. 
they will continue to be looked 
upon as children. As young 
ladies and young men they 
should realize that they are 
passing through the most im- 
portanat stage of their lives and 
they should take advantage of 
every opportunity provided for 
them by their parents and the 
community. They should real- 
that if they are not children 
they have arrived at a stage 
when they should put off child- 
ish notions, and do a little work 
thinking and acting for them- 
selyes, Otherwise, they should 
be content to still be classed as 
children and dealt with as such. 
As pupils attending school, no 
matter whether they consider 
themselves grown-ups or child- 
ren, they should realize that thi: 
is their time for school work and 
school work only, There should 
be no place on their schoo) day 
program for petting parties, 
street walking or dance halls. 
Their whole attention should be 
centred around their school stu- 
dies and school activities. And 
in order to make this possible, 
officials, teachers and parents 
ean play a very important part. 
One way to make this possible 
is by forming a parent-teachers 
association, when both can get 
together periodically, to talk over 
school conditions and formulate 
plans to keep parents, pupils and 
teachers in closer touch wit’ 
each other. Another way is for 
parents to make periodical visits 
to the school; get well acquaint- 
ed with the teachers of their 
children and find out what they 
ean do to help both teacher and 
pupil, Still another way is fo:

It has always been the Prince's 
ambition to make his ranch, more 
than anything else, 


ere in the Dominion. The E.P. ranch | 


extends over 6,000 acres, small as 
important ranches go, but it fs high 
rade land and is In one of the rich- 
est grain-growing and *stock-ralsing 
regions to be found in Western 
Ameritea. 

The ratch house has been enlarg- 
ed and otherwise improved since his 
Royal Highness last saw it. A new 
lounge hall and extra bedrooms 

*luive been added. The whole. dweil- 
ing is simply furnished. A _ fow 
comfortable lounge chairs, a well- 
filled book case or two; and one or 
two water-color pictures of neighbor- 
hood beauty spots are the only ap- 
pearance of “luxury.” 

Its sporting equipment, however, 
is very complete, and the Prince will 
be able to enjoy good sport when he 
comes. On his own property wild 
duck abound on one or two small 
‘lakes and on a tributary of the High 
River that winds through the ranch 
and provides it with water. Moun- 
tain trout are numerous in this 
stream, Some of them attaining con- 
siderable size, while not far away 
prairie chickens and partridges are 
to be found in flocks at certain sea- 
sons of the year. When bigger 
game is sought, the Prince has not 
much farther to ride before he 
comes feross the trall of ‘herds ot 
wild deer that range over the foot- 
ills of the Rockies.

Tapioca Made From Root 
Contains Deadly Acid 

Taploca is known as a mild and 
delicate food, but fn its native state 
it contains a polson so deadly as to 
kill within a few minutes the person 
who should eat the root-of the bitter 
cassava, from which taploca is made. 

The potson found in the juice of the 
root is called hydrocayante acid, and 
its flavor and odor is familiar to

those who have eaten a bitter almond | 


or the kernel of a peach pit, since 
both of these contain it in small 
quantities. This dangerous acid is 
easily driven away by heat. 

The cassava plant, or manioc, as it 
also fs called, is a native of South 
America and furnishes a staple food 
for the Indlans there, Thore are two 
varieties, the bitter and the sweet. 
The Jatter is not poisonous and can 
be eaten raw or used os a fresh veg- 
elable. But it fs the bitter cassava 
that Is more’ Valuable, for it is from 
this one that taploca is made from 
the starchy part of ihe roots.

Curb British Money Lenders 
New Bill Contains Restrictions Which 
Will Benefit the Public 

The Moneylenders Bi which has 


passed the British House of Com} 


mons and is now before the Mouse -of 
Lords, is_practically certain of a sate 
passage to the Statute Book. The Lil 
is expected te come into force next 
New Year's day. Its provisions are:— 

(1)--Bvery moneylender must. take 
out an annual license costing £15, in 
respect of each of his offices; (2) 
Moneylender’s cireulars are declared 
illegal, unless asked —§ for; 43) 


Moneylenders may advertise only in” 


a specified form; (4) Moneylenders | 
may not employ cauvassers (touts) | 
or agents. 

(5)—-Memoranda of contracts must | 
be signed by borrowers and coplen | 
pupplied to borrowers within seven | 
"days; (6) Contracts must show the 
date of the loan and the interest per | 
cent. per annum; (7) Compound in 
terest, and imerease in the rate of 
interest for default, are prohtbited; 
(8) Moneylenders must supply on 
the borrower's demand at any tiple a 
record of the state of any lean. 

(d)—Anterest is limited to 48 
cent. per artuum, Ouless proof can be 
produced that higher interest is not 
“harsh and uneonscionable.” (10) 
Preliminary charges are forbidden, 
and there ls a general limit of twelve 
months from the date of default to 
actions by moveylenders; (1i) The 
measure applies (with certain modifi 
cations) to Seotiand, but not te 
Northern Lreland.

Torpedoes In their early days were 

weapons effective only at compara 

tively close quarters to their targets. 

When first brought Into use in the 


world’s navies the torpedo boat, 
therefore, was a amall, fast ship de 
signed to dash up to a battleship, 


discharge her tubes, and if porsible 
| ret away again. As the boat Was not 


| Intended to do any ordinary fighting, | 


| she carried torpedoes only and next 
to no other armament. 

The next step in naval architecture 
was to find something to counter the 
few weapon, and so the torpedo boat 
| destroyer came into existence, a much 
bigger ship, carrying guns, for the 
chasing of torpedo boats, Besides her | 
wnti-torpedo-boats guns, thé destroy 
or carried torpedoes herself, in case 
she had a chance at an enemy battle- 
ship, and so the torpedo boat destroy- 
er really superseded the torpedo boat 


altogether, doing everything that she |

The great ice wall that guards the 
approach to the summit of Mount 
| Robson turned back the two parties 
from the mountaineers of Seattle who 
| Sought to reach the peak, and another 
|gallant failure must be added to the 
| many that have been the lot of most 
Alpinists who have pitted the strength 
and skill of man against the might of 
this giant peak of the Canadian 
Rockies . 

The mountaineers admit thelr de 
| feat, but in their losing fight against 
insuperable odds, they added anoth 
| er brilliant chapte: to a history which 
‘is bright amogg the Alpine Clubs of 
the world. 

On thelr ascent from the floor of 
|the valley to the high camp. they 
fought a driving rain and.low lying 
| clouds which made progress dificult 
and dangerous. Higher than that they 
had_to contend with sleet and later 
again, when the weather cleared,
